Coroner's Verdict. 
The Coroner's jury in the case of 
the Italian, John Isola, who was killed 
by a falling ore bucket on Tuesday 
morning iu the Jones & Kinkead mine, 
yesterday afternoon rendered its ver- 
dict. This verdict gives few facts in 
addition to those already published. 
John had been dipping up water in 
the sump of the 330. foot level, and at 
9 o'clock sent up his first load of ore 
to the surface. He started the bucket 
on the wrong guide. The result was, 
when the bucket had nearly reached 
the top, the rope was drawn at an an- 
gle across the sheave. In this posi- 
tion the rope was cut by the parts im- 
mediately around it, and, the bucket 
of course fell at once on the unfortu- 
nate man. He was about thirty-eight, 
years old and is the first man ever 
buried at Pyramid. No blame can be 
attached to the ownérs or foreman of 
the mine. The accident resulted 
purely from the carelessness of him 
who paid the penalty with his life. 
The burial was plain, and few words 
were said as the last remains of the 
first man ever interred in this mining 
camp was laid in the lap of his aged 
mother and covered from the view of 
man by her component parts.
